CHARGED WITH WIFE 
BEATING, AWAITS TRIAL 
IN JAIL 


Harry Walz is in jail, charged 
by his wife with assault and bat- 
tery. The latter said to us that 
Mr. Walz beat her up frequently 
and that she had reached a point 
where she couldn’t endure it any 
longer. On one occasion she said 
he threatened her with a knife.

Walz had been in jail for several 
days awaiting trial after having 
entered a plea of “not guilty” to 
a charge of assault and battery. 
He was brot before Justice Peter- 
sen's court again Tuesday after- 
noon and reaffirmed his former 
plea. Asked if ready for trial he 
said that he was not because his 
attorney could not get here for 
the trial. He said that John Don- 
ohue of Roscommon was his at- 
torney and demanded that the 
trial be put off until such time 
as he could appear. i 

Justice Petersen adjourned the 
trial until next week Tuesday at 
2:00 p. m. In the meantime Mr. 
Walz is in jail in default of fur- 
nishing $300 bonds, with two 
sureties.

At the 
same time census employees are 
strictly required to keep such 
information confidential. A fine 
of $1,000 or two years imprison- 
ment or both might follow the 
divulging of personal data to an 
outsider. Under these conditions 
it is not worth the price to try 
to keep a secret from the census 
taker, 

Questions on population cover 
a wide field, dealing with the 
location of the house; whether 
the house is owned or rented; the 
value, if the house is owned. or 
the rental rate; if it is on a farm 
or in the city; the name and re- 
lationship of each person in the 
house; the sex, color and race of 


day and the martial status of all 

persons in the house. 
Information will also be sought 

on questions of education, place 


of birth, citizensmp and resi- 
dence, 
There will be questions, too, 


on employment; whether the per- 
son at work is assigned to a 
public emergency work or in 
private industry. For unemploy- 
ed persons, the census takers will 
want to know questions such as 
the following: “Have you had 
any previous experience? If so, 


what class of work? How long 
employed?” 

Other questions will 
about wages: 

“What wages did you get dur- 
ing the working period in 1939? 
How many weeks, full-time 
weeks, did you work last year?” 
All answers to questions are car- 
ried to March 30, 1940. 

Census takers will ask about 
income. They will say, for ex- 
ample: “What is your Social Se- 
curity number? What deductions, 
if any, were made for the Fed- 
eral old-age insurance or rail- 
road rcetirement in 1939? How 
much were these deductions? 
Were they made from all of your 
wages, from one-half or more or 
from less’ than half of your 
wages?” 

Women will face queries such 
as: How old are you? (Answers 
such as 21 last birthday, when 
you’re 47 or 50 won't do. That’s 
false information). Are you mar- 
ried or single? How many times 
have you been married? How 
old were you when you were 
married for the first, or only 
time? How many children -have 
you had? 

In the housing census, ques- 
tions pertaining to the house’s 
structure, appearance and pos- 
session will be asked of the own- 
er or lessee. The type of struc- 
ture, interior, exterior, need of 
major repairs, year of erection 
and location are subjects of ques- 
tions to be asked. The number 
of rooms, water supply, toilet and 
bath facilities, lighting equip- 
ment and occupancy status of the 
house or home will also be in- 
quired about by the census tak- 
ers. 

The possessions in the house 
will also be considered. For ex- 
ample they will want to know 
how many radios, if any, are in 
the house; what refrigeration 
equipment, what heating equip- 
ment you have. They will also 
want to know what the fuel is 
used in heating. Questions as to 
the value of the house occupi 
and unoccupied, furnished and 
unfurnished, will also be asked. 
Other questions will be: “How 
much mortgage have you on this 
house? What payments do you 
make on it? How often do you 
make those payments? What 
type of person or institution is 
holding this mortgage?

Deer Situation 
In Crawford Co. 


To many people the month of 
March means that spring is just 
around the corner but to our 
wildlife friends, especialy the 
deer, March is a “blackout” 
month and it has been estimated 
that in over-crowded areas many 
deer will die from starvation. 
The present condition of deer 
within our own county has been 
reported as favorable in some 
areas, while deer yarding up in 
the Portage Creek swamp are 
reported in poor shape. Efforts 
have been made by the Grayling 
Sportsmans Club to get hay into 
that area but due to heavy snow 
and blocked roads very little suc- 
cess has been made to aid these 
deer. . 

Through the generous support 
of Geo. Burke, who has purchas- 
ed several tons of hay this 
winter for deer feeding, and 
along with John Bruun who has 
cooperated with the Sportsmans 
Club in buying more hay, deer 
feeders have been placed in the 
swamp on M-76 and M-93 and 
are filled up three times each 
week. Hay has also been placed 
in trees within easy reach for the 
deér in other parts of the county. 
With present weather conditions 
it will take an estimated three 
or four tons of hay to carry 
these deer through for this win- 
ter. 

The feeding of deer at these 
feeders has caused considerable 
attention by local and outside 
people and very seldom any 
evening or a week-end goes by 
that cars cannot be seen loaded 
with people watching the deer 
feeding. This writer has ob- 
served some 72 deer feeding or 
within easy reach of hay, on the 
Kalkaska road.

Comnron Sense In Pediatric 

Practice 


Under this title, Dr. Caldwell 
B. Summers, writing in the Jour- 
nal of the Missouri Medical As- 
sociation, offers some good sound 
advice to his fellow practitioners. 
Because the same might be ab- 
sorbed with profit by all patients, 
its substance is offered as fol- 
lows: 

Do not be unduly alarmed _be- 
cause the child, at the beginning 
of an illness, appears desperately 
sick but call the physician im- 
mediately and permit him to as- 
sume responsibility. There is 
rarely a need for “spectacular 
therapy’” such as blood transfus- 
ions because the child will usual- 
ly improve with careful nursing. 
In all cases it is extremely im- 
portant to have a diagnosis as 
early as possible so that the child 
and other members of the family 
will be protected. 


In about one case in 100, 
specific therapy is indicated. 
These cases include diphtheria, 


scarlet fever and menigitis. For 
the other 99 cases, good sym- 
ptomatic treatment with simple 
remedies is all that is necessary. 

Fever is nature's means of 
combating infection. Do not be 
in a hurry to reduce it. The 
fevered patient needs liquids and 
vitamins more than anything 
else, If the child refuses -water, 
offer him fruit juices sweetened. 

Diet of the sick child should 
contain plenty of protein and 
sugar. Give the child all his 
appetite craves. Raw milk, with 
its heavy curds, is more likely to 
overtax the digestive tract than 
is beefsteak. If milk is given, 
boil it and skim it. 

Purging the child daily is un- 
necessary and may be harmful. 
A patient, eating little and ob- 
itaining no exercise, is likely to

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Whooping Cough 
A Needless Iliness

Needless Whooping Cough 

With the reappearance of 
Spring, innumerable cases of 
whooping cough will be encount- 
ered in virtually every communi- 
ty. Most children will recover. 
A certain percentage between the 
ages of one and five years will 
dic. All will suffer  distress— 
which parents, attending a child 
thgough its paroxysms and night- 
ly vomiting spells, will share. 

All this is the most regrettable 
because whooping cough can be 
prevented. 

The child enters on life un- 
provided with armor against the 
most common disease of child- 
hood. Once a case occurs, whoop- 


ing cough spreads rapidly 
through a school or neighbor- 
hood. It cannot be effectively 


quarantined. 

There is no mitigating the fact 
that for every child suffering the 
tortures of whooping cough, 
some ignorant or neglectful adult 
responsible for its care, is res- 
ponsible. 

The State Department of 
Health provides vaccine without 
cost to all physicians. 
as do most doctors, that the child 
be immunized as early as. three 
months and not later than six 
months after birth. 

To vaccinate the young child 
against whooping cough before 
the outbreak of an epidemic is 
to practice the two cardinal prin- 
ciples of preventive medicine: To 
protect the individual against the 
group and to protect the group 
against the individual. Failure 
to take full advantage of an im- 
portant scientific advance is to 
court almost certain trouble.

Tips On How To 
Prepare Smelt. 


Ann Arbor March 3-~Michigan 
housewives who in a few weeks 
will find smelt abundant on the 


‘Tmarket may appreciate a few 


tips on how to prepare the silvery 
little fish which are supplied by 
Dr. John Van Oosten, in charge 
of Great Lakes fisheries inves- 
tigations for the U. S. bureau of 
fisheries, 

. “A gourmet has his smelt fried 
crisp and eats bones and all,” de- 
clares Van Oosten. “Smelt are 
considered most palatable when 
rolied in flour, corn meal or 
cracker meal and fried in plenty 
of fat. Some prefer to mix a 
little brown sugar with the corn 
meal. Butter or a mixture of 
one-quarter butter and three- 
quarters vegetable shortening or 
bacon grease imparts an excel- 
lent flavor. The fish should be 
fried until golden brown. 

“Smelt also may be baked. One 
method consists of rolling the 
smelt in flour and placing them 
in a shallow pan. The fish are 
covered with slices of bacon, 
seasoned with salt and pepper, 
and baked in a moderately hot 
oven until brown <A second 
method consists of placing slices 
of bacon, tomatoes (canned toma- 
toes should be drained), chopped 
green peppers and minced onions 
between layers of smelt in a 
deep baking dish or casserole. 
The top should be sprinkled with 
cracker crumbs and dotted with 
butter. After the mixture has 
been baked thoroughly, it should 
be browned in a very hot oven 
and served immediately. 

“Smoked smelt, while inferior 
to chubs and whitefish, are quite 
palatable. After soaking in a 
moderately strong salt brine for 
24 hours the dressed fish are 
rinsed in fresh water and smok- 
ed over a smouldering fire of 
hardwood for several hours. 

“Pickled smelt are reported to 
make a very palatable appetizer. 
The pickling method is the stand- 
ard procedure used for herring. 
The fish are dressed and soaked 
in a moderately strong salt solu- 
tion for several days; then they 
are soaked in several changes of 
fresh water for 24 hours. After 
draining thoroughly, the fish are 
packed carefully in a stone crock 
together with slices of raw onion 
and lemon, bay leaves, whole 
black pepper, mustard seed and 
a little salt. For each two 
pounds of fish heat 1% quarts of 
mild vinegar (ordinary cider 
vinegar diluted with one-third 
to one-half water) to the boiling 
point. Pour the hot vinegar 
over the fish and condiments in 
the crock and cover, securely. Let 
the fish stand in a cool place for 
several days before using.”

Auditor General 


Vernon J. Brown 


Lansing, March 4 --Urgent rec- 
ommendation that every proper- 
ty owner in Michigan carefully 
check the tax record of his hold- 
ings was made today by Audito- 
General Vern J. Brown. 

Unless such a precaution § is 
taken, Brown said, scores of own- 
ers may face the loss of their 
property--or at least experience 
legal inconv eniences—through 
errors or oversights which may 
pe :everal year. old. 

Under several statutes = the 
auditor general has been direct- 
ed by the legislature tu procced 
with the disposition of property 
on which there are tax delinquen- 
cies. As chairman of the s.aie 
land office board, Brown has had 
brought to his attention senres of 
incidents where title to homes 
and other property has beer 
clouded because the owners have 
not carefully checked the tax 


‘status of their holdings. 


He is fearful, he said, that hun- 
additional cases may

“The last legislature directed 
that the state land office board 
proceed with the sale of lands 
upon which there have been 
certain tax delinquencies,” Brown 
said. “Our »2xperiences to date 
have been somewhat surprising. 
“We find many cases wherfe tax- 


‘payers honestly have overlooked 


the fact that some forgotten levy 
has been left unpaid. Perhaps 
it is a small special assessment. 
Perhaps the tax which has been 
paid has been erroneous)y applied 
by a tax collecting official to 
some other parcel of land, In 
any event, the owner finds one 
of two things—either that he must 
pay an unsuspected delinquent 
tax or that his property actually 


has reverted to the state or has’ 


been acquired by a tax title buy- 
er.” 

Brown urged every praperty 
owner to carefully examine the 
tax sale lists which are now be- 
ing published in each county in 
the state to determine the exact 
tax status of homes and land. 

He pointed to an instanee which 
has come to the attention of the 
land board since this agency com- 
menced sale of delinquent lands. 
A Detroiter owning property in 
Montcalm county has in his pos- 
session a statement showing that 
all his taxes are paid. 

He does not, however, have tax 
receipts. The tax for 1934 was 
not credited to him, although he 
made payment. The land has 
been assigned to the state depart- 
ment of conservation, under the 
law, but the owner’s first knowl- 
edge of the transfer was his of- 
ficial notification of the sale. 

“Fortunately, our state govern- 
ment still has a human element 
ir it,’ Brown said. “In this case 
we probably will cancel the 
transaction and give this man 
back the title to his land. In any 
event, he is not going to lose it. 

“There may be, however, other 
incidents in which government 
leniency won't be possible and to 
guard against such cases we 
strongly advise that each proper- 
ty owner Study the tax lists: pub- 
lished in local newspapers to see 
if his property is listed, wrongly 
or correctly, as tax delinquent. 


Charlotte, -_March 3—An aged 
Eaton ceunty couple has learned 
with consternation that the 
homestead was up for tax sale 
because they have overlooked a 
special assessment against it 
amounti: g to 98 cents. 

A hurried trip to the office of 
the Auditor General, Vernon J. 
Brown, cleared matters up be- 
cause the property has not yet 
received the attention of tax title 
buyers.

CHEVROLET FEBRUARY

Detroit, Feb. 29—Retail sales 
of Chevrolet passenger cars and 
trucks continued in large volume 
throughout the second 10 days of 
February, totaling 21,523 for that 
period and 46,608 for the month 
to date, it was announced at the 
company’s headquarters here to- 
day. 

This is an increase of 12,957 
units or 38.5 per cent over sales 
for the first 20 days of February, 
1939.

RAILROADS PAY ONE-THIRD 
PRIMARY SCHOOL FUNDS 


The Iron Horse figuratively is 
pulling hundreds of Crawford 
county and thousands of Michigan 
boys and girls through school, 
according to Floyd E. Drake, 
executive secretary of the Rail- 
road Co-Operative League of 
Michigan. Of this county's share 
of the. state primary schoo) fund, 
Drake declares 37¢¢ comes from 
railroad taxes. 

Crawford county's share of the 
current allocation of primary 
school fund totals $12,241.60, 
Drake explains, which is at the 
rate of $11.20 for each of its 
1,093 school-age children. Of the 
$15,664,611.17 in the fund the 
railroads through taxes paid $5,- 
759,621.27, or 37% of the total. 

On this basis railroad taxes 
made up $4,497.37 of this county’s 
Share of the fund, 

“The primary school fund is 
one of our state’s most sacred 
funds and without it education 
of our 1,399,769 current school 
children would be seriously im- 
paired,’” Drake said. “The big- 
gest single tax contributors to 
the fund are the railroads. Thus, 
of the $11.20 the state gives 
through the fund toward the 
schooling of each child, $4.11 is 
supplied from railroad taxes. It 
is estimated that railroad taxes 
are sufficient to defray the an- 
nual cost to the public of educa- 
ting 69,385 boys and girls in the 
State. Nationally, railroad taxes 
are said to make possible the ed- 
ucation of 1,300,000. 

“These railroad contributions 
to our schools are further proof 
of the vital part the lines play in 
our economic lives, a part now 
threatened by the competitive 
inequality they are being sub- 
jected to by unregulated other 
forms of transportation, none of 
which, incidentally, contribute a 
penny to public education § in 
Michigan.”
